Due credit, of course, it justifiofcry given to th* very substantial progress thot Nogro workers have mode under 
the liberal leadership of tame unions However, th* militont Negro trod* unionist feels thot even in tome of these 
unions tho pace hat thickened. Ha wonts to occelerate th* poce He feels thot more progress con be mode, more 
■nuM be made, and he in tie's on boing on integral port of the leadership in the moking ond direction of 
He wants nothing mom and will occopl nothing lets. 


How has the union leadership reacted generally to this new ond powerful movement of militont Negro trod* 
unionists whkh hat culminated in th* ii>gonisotion of the Notionol Negro A meric on Lobor Council? 

At eapected, it was welcomed ond herolded by th* dedicoted ond sincere white liberals in ond out of the labor 
e i o vome nt The TULC revitalised their idealism, it gave them hop* and courage, it become their con sc is nee. Th* 
liberal white trod* unionists had long bean "mothballod," to to speak, by the eitentiv* growth of "business union¬ 
ism" in the lobar movement. Thoy sow in the TULC a source of ferment ond og tation thot could not only ochieve 
ugnilKont program in th* oroo of the Negro worker's weary struggle for full equity in th* lobor movement but, also 
of graot enportance, o source of goNsmtimg power thot could be utilised to assist the labor movement in lit* attain¬ 
ment cd its ether h'ttorK tjooli 

Othor attitudot rongod from complete indifference to outright hostility. It must be said in oil fairness, however, 
that w thin this group were t hose who were equally sincere but whose differences stemmed from honest conviction! 
on the question of technique. On the oiher hand, tome felt thot they could either outflank th* movement nr under 
■ tit militancy. Thoy endeavored to do this by utilising the services, wherever they could, of o few “occommo 
dating moderate Negro labor loodort." All promotions 01 ony other form of reirard wot meted out to them by th* 
leadership of thaw respective unions. This wot colculated to split the ranlisl 



This divisive tactic, however, was iloomod to on ignominious defeot because it wot anticipated. In the outset 

of the movement, th* militant Negro hod* unionists figurotivoly pledged in blood" thot they would make whatever 

sacrifice wot necossary to corry this fqjht for full equolity in th* lobor movemon 1 to a successful conclusion. Not on* 
membei hos broken th* ranks ond th* nrgonisotion hot grown by th* thousonds. Th* "occommodoting-moderote 
Negro Labor leaders" have been thoroughly discredited in the eyes of th* Negro people, trod* union and otherwise, 
while the enlitant Negro trade unionists have developed genuine rapport with oil iacets of th* Negro community and 
o spirit of fellowship ond cooperation wiih th* white liberal community. 

As trod* unionists, w* ore firmly wsddad to th* labor movement and will defend it against any ond oil of its 

at W* ore as firmly wedded to ths concept of freodom, full ond complete, and w* will not be deterred in our 

offort to achieve It. Today, th* militant Negro trade unionists ond the overwhelming majority of th* Negro community 
ore morthtng bond in bond in the total light for freedom, dignity, ond justice and no force, either within or without,
